Intoximeter Makes Historic Bucks Bow

^Evidence from a test by ta­ 
xim eter, a compact chemical 
device which checks the sobriety 
0f a suspected drunken driver by 
analysing his breath, was sub­ 
mitted to a Bucks County Jury 
fof* the first time yesterday. 
The jury saw two intoximeters 


and was shown how they are set 
up for testing and dissembled. 
State Police of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Detail testified to their 
intoximeter tost of Sylvester T, 
Hanks, 47, Long Branch, N.J., 
construction worker, who is on 
trial for drunken driving. 
The 
trial was expected to be concluded 
and a verdict reached today. 


A state police chemist and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Paul It Beckert 
saki they believed it was the first 
time intoximeter evidence has 
gone to a jury in Pennsylvania. 
In a previous Bucks County case 
a driver tested with the bistre- 
meal pleaded guilty to drunken 
driving and did not challenge its 
validity. 


Hanks’ defense attorney. John 
J. Bodley, objected several times 
to testimony about the instrument 
which he saki “not competent." 
petent." 
But President-Judge Edward G. 
Biester overruled the objections. 
The judge permitted toe troop­ 
ers who tested Hanks, Robert Lo* 
deski and Adolph Blugis, to tes­ 


tify about what they did but not 
about how toe instrument works 
from a scientific basis. 
Tile two troopers examined 
Hanks in their office at the Penn­ 
sylvania Toll Booth of the Turn­ 
pike Bridge from Edgely to Flor­ 
ence N.J. at about 9 p.m. March 
5, they said, after Toll Collec- 
tor-Offioer Henry J. Mooney of 


Philadelphia had called them. 
Demonstrates Intoximeter 
Lodeski demonstrated with an 
intoximeter how he opened it 
from its sealed cardboard tubu­ 
lar package about IO inches long, 
assembled it, used it, and sealed 
it back in the package to mail 
to the state police crime labora­ 
tory in Harrisburg. 


Lodeski said Hanks submitted 
voluntarily to the tests in which 
he blew up a balloon. The bal­ 
loon was deflated three minutes 
in a test tube. A small glass 
capillary containing a p u r p l e 
chemical was emptied into an­ 
other tube. Lodeski said, and

In a dramatic move, the board, 
after softening to the appeal by 
five spokesmen for the Pennsbury 
Education Association, adopted an 
altered, but still tentative $5,- 
392,750 budget for next year, 
which gives the teachers the sal­ 
ary increases they requested. 
About 50 teachers and several

Bristol Township officials were 
still battling today over the con­ 
duct of toe township police de­ 
partment by Chief John R. Stewart, 
with the principal bone of con­ 
tention being the duties of the 
department’s three lieutenants. 
The chief has scheduled the po­ 
licemen’s duty roster so that at 
least one lieutenant will be on 
duty during each of the eight- 
hour shifts of the day; the board 
of commissioners had recom­ 
mended that one of the lieuten­ 
ants be assigned to each of three 
divisions of toe department and 
not necessarily work shifts. 
. One official, who refused to 
be identified, said he believes the 
chief is toscriminating against 
the lieutenants and several other 
officers who testified “against” 
him during his recent dismissal 
hearings. 
Commissioner Samuel U. Deip, 
who fought Stewart’s dismissal 
last August, said today that, 
“Anyone who would make state­ 
ments like this about the police 
department and refuse to identify 
himself by name is a coward 
and not fit to represent the town­ 
ship.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President 
Kennedy 
told 
Congress and the nation 
today 
that 
the 
United 
States faces an “extraordi­ 
nary challenge” requiring 
new measures of hardship 
and sacrifice. 
In an extraordinary message 
delivered personally to a joint I 
session of Congress, he called for 
a vast new federal spending pro­ 
gram, including an estimated $7 
billion to $9 billion over the next 
five years to get a man on the 
moon and bade before 1970. 
Additional effort and self-re­ 
straint by all American citizens 
are required in the days ahead, 
the President said in his national­ 
ly televised address. 
In addition to the expanded 
space program designed to beat 
Russia to the moon, the President 
submitted recommendations that 
would involve extra appropria­ 
tions in the neighborhood of $1.4 
billion for fiscal 1962 beginning 
July I. 
More Foreign Aid 
Kennedy asked substantial in­ 
creases in funds for foreign aid 
and to strengthen the armed serv­ 
ices. 
He also called for a new man­ 
power and development training 
program to teach new occupa­ 
tional skills to hundreds of thou­ 
sands of workers who are victims 
of automation and other indus­ 
trial change. 
While the lengthy, prepared 
message was self-labeled as an 
extraordinary State of the Union 
Message, the President’s empha­ 
sis was on foreign affairs and the 
problems posed by international 
relations to toe conduct of toe 
American government. 
He spoke particularly of his 
forthcoming meetings in Paris 
with French President Charles de 
Gaulle and in Vienna, Austria, 
with Soviet Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev. 
He expressed lavish friendship 
for the “magnificent leader” of 
France. 
He said he wanted to talk with 
Khrushchev to make sure he un 
derstands “America’s enduring 
concern . . . for both freedom 
and peace" and her desire “to 
live in harmony with the Russian 
people," 
Main Proposals 
Here were the President’s chief 
recommendations: 
Space: An additional $531 mil­ 
lion to speed the development of 
lunar spacecraft in tbe hope of 
landing a man on the moon and 
returning him safely to earth be­ 
fore the end of this decade. He 
also asked additional appropria­ 
tions of $23 million to speed de­ 
velopment of the Rover nuclear 
rocket, a new $50 million for com. 
munications satellite development

Meeting before the Pennsbury 
Joint School Board session, the 
school directors set 54 mills as 
the am ount needed to educate 
and house youngsters during the 
1961-62 school year. The budget, 
tentatively adopted at the m eet­ 
ing, will be formally 
adopted 
sometime next month. 
Totaling the school board, town­ 
ship and coonty millage require­ 
ments, Falls Township residents 
will find that they will pay 67.5 
mills for each dollar of assessed 
real estate property owned. Last 
year residents paid 63.7 miles. 
Township Has Same Rate 
The only taxing body that did 
not increase its millage was the 
township, whose 6-mill rate re­ 
mains the sam e this year, even 
though the budget increased $54,- 
117.51. 
Here's what the millage in­ 
crease will m ean to most Falls 
Township residents who live in 
Rancher and Levittowner dwell­ 
ings and Fairless Hills homes. 
According 
to Falls Township 
Tax collector David H. Struble. 
Rancher, and Levittowner on 
standard lots, without improve­ 
m ents are assessed at $2,590 and 
! 3,030 respectively. 
Will Pay More Taxes 
On th is-basis, Rancher owners 
wil pay $174.83 in taxes (bis 
year, $9.84 more than last year 
Those owning Levittowners will 
pay $204.53, $11.51 more than last 
year. 
Fairless Hills dwellings are as­ 
sessed from $3,000 to $3,200. Us­ 
ing the middle figure of $3,100, 
owners of these homes will pay 
$209.25, an increase of $11.78. 
Struble said residents will notice 
change in the county portion 
of this years' tax bill. B u c k s 
County collects taxes to support 
itself and also a separate tax to 
support institutions such as the 
Neshaminy M anor Home. 
' New State Requirement 
Last year, these two millage 
rates were listed as one, uniter 
‘County 
and 
Institutional 
Dis­ 
trict,” 5.7 mills. This year, they 
will be listed separately, county, 
real estate, 6.5 mills and insti­ 
tutional, one mill. A new state 
requirem ent 
has 
caused 
the 
change, Struble said. 
Educational costs in the town­ 
ship rose $651,494.45 this 
year. 
The school board expects to re­ 
ceive $3,321,919.11 in real estate 
taxes 
this year. 
Most of the 
board’s budget money, $3,366*900,- 
17 will be used to pay tuition 
costs. The amount is based on an 
annual per-pupil cost of $474.74, 
multiplied by the num ber of stu­ 
dents, 7,092. Falls pays almost 
78 per cent of the Pennsbury 
Joint School Board’s budget. The 
joint board budget this year also 
hit a new high of alm ost five 
ancf a half million dollars. 
Last year, Falls residents paid
